r. Joseph J. Tetusland, president 
of the Pediatrists’ Research associa- 
tion, has just completed a study of 
bow legs which has led him to con- 
clude that they are a sign of brains 
and health. The foot specialist’s re- 
fearches into the prevalence of bow 
legs in the United States caused him 
to estimate that one woman in every 
8 or 10 has them. The figures are 
12,000,000 bhow-legged women, or 
roughly, 24,000,000 feminine bowed 
lege. Only one man out of 25, how- 
ever, is bow-legged, making it approx- 
imately 4,000,000 bow-legged men. 

Many amous men of history were 
unable to knock their knees together, 
Dr. Interland pointed out in his 
speech today before the semi-annual 
scientific forum of the research asso- 
ciation, and some of the most notable 
figures in American life have kgs 


that to the scientific eye at least are 
classed as bow. 

In support of his theory that bow 
legs are a blessing in disguise, Dr. 
Interland cited as historical posses- 
sors of them Julius Caesar, William 
the Conqueror, George Washington 
and Theodore Roosevelt. ° 

Among internationally known fig- 
ures of modern life he named Kaiser 
Wilhelm, Benito Mussolini, Charlie 
Chaplin, Florenz Ziegfeld, Will Rog- 
ers and Babe Ruth. Dr Interland 
hinted that many famous women of 
history were bow-legged also, but he 
made no ungallant point of the 
matter. 

“Until the last few vears,” he said, 
“no one could say of women with 
any certainty whether they were bow- 
legged or not. 

“That the ailment is more common 
to women than to the other half of 
the species has long been known to 
foot specialists, although it has been 
brought to the notice of the casual

This was not because any radical | 
changes in the Diet were antici- | 
pated, but because it was the first 
election in Japan since the estab- 
lishment of a democracy—that is, | 
the granting of universal manhood | 
suffrage, 25 years of age being fixed |

There was no restriction imposed | 
by the 1925 franchise law except; 
that of literacy. The voter, under | 
the law, must write in his ballot. 
There is practically no_ illiteracy 
among the Japanese adults. 

The two major parties in Japan 
are the “government” and the “op- 
position.” The electorate reaches a 
total of 12,500,000. Seventy-five 
per cent of the qualified voters went 
to the polls. What a lesson to 
America! 

The issues between the two ma- 
jor parties hinged principally on 
finances and the Chinese situation. 

The resolution of non-confidence, 
whose presentation by the opposi- 
tion caused the dissolution of the 
“lower house,” was based largely 
upon the cabinet’s alleged failures 
in those two matters. The oppo- 
sition asserted that the cabinet’s 
financial policy has not restored -or- 
der and stability as speedily as it 
should have, and that its careless 
and unnecessary advertising of the 
“positive policy” in regard to China 
created uneasiness and distrust 
abroad. 

Besides these maior problems 
there were minor questions. The 
government party promised to trans- 
fer the land tax revenue from the 
national treasury to the local treas- 
uries. The opposition countered 
this with a promise to relieve the 
local governments of the financial 
burden of compulsory education by 
defraying the necessary expendi- 
tures from the national treasury. 
In addition the Seiyukai (govern- 
ment party), whose strength lies in 
rural constituencies, promised state 
aid for farm financing, encourage- 
ment of fisheries and forestry, rail- 
road and harbor improvement,Ata- 
bilization of the silk market, and 
so on. On the other hand, the 
Minseito (opposition), influential in 
the larger cities, advocated various 
measures of a nature to appeal to 
city voters. 

The surprise of the election was 
that the minor parties secured suf- 
ficient representation in the diet to 
give them combined a balance of 
power. The minor parties are 
chiefly radical. 

To build a democracy takes time. | 
The fear, however, of Japan’s con- 
servatives that universal suffrage 
will give the radical elements con- 
trol may, after all, be realized. The 
four so-called “proletarian” parties 
were not able to agree. sufficiently 
to nominate joint candidates. They 
may combine in the parliamentary 
proceedings. 

Japan can no longer, however, be 
controlled by a feudal clique. And | 
that’ is an important realization | 
throughout the world. | 

It is interesting to review some 
of the ‘provisions of the suffrage 
law, and to compare them to the 
recent extravagancies and corrup- 
tions in primary elections in this 
country. 

The more important features 
may be summarized as follows: 

A candidate is required to make 
a deposit of $1,000 with the elec- ; 
tion authorities to prove his good 
faith, The purpose of this is to 
reduce the number of irresponsible 
condidates whose only object is to 
divide the vote and thus bring 
about the failure of the promising 
candidate or the opposing party. 

A candidate shall not establish 
more than seven offices nor shall 
he employ more than fifty paid 
workers for electioneering pur 
poses.
